A REVIEW OF 1986 


1986 was almost a rerun of 1 985 with Colts once again being Champions in Divi- 
sions 1 and 2. 

The start of the year saw the usual pre season carrying on with the League losing 
B.C.A.E. at the end of 1985 but gaining Puckapunyal after a few years absence 
and White Hills being admitted to Division 3 with a team of players that had toa large 
extent come up through it’s junior ranks.

In addition, the B.W.S.A. wound up and the ladies soccer players became part of 
the B.A.S.L. Inc. Maybe 1987/88 will see the one League responsible for all soc- 
cer in Bendigo. 

On the soccer pitches Colts once again proved supreme, winning the League 
Cup, Five aside and Championship in 1986. 

They were halted in their bid for a fourth consecutive clean sweep in the K.O. 
Cup final when they lost to avery determined Golden City by the odd goal. 

After being down 3-1 at one stage City fought back and a surprise goal (even to 
himself) by Neil Thompson proved the turning point. City going on to equalise, force 
extra time, and score the winner. One of the best games of soccer Bendigo has 
seen for many years. ; 

Division 2 was very close with the trophies all going to differing clubs." Cameron 
Plant won his second succesive best and fairest award and George Papadimos of 
Castlemaine proved an outstanding leading goalscorer, netting 9 in one game. 

Division 3 was the year of Cohuna, winning the League Cup, Championship and 
being runner up to White Hills in the K.O. Cup. They also provided the division’s 
best and fairest in Davey Reid and the leading goalscorer in David Byrne. Well done 
Dave Leonard and his boys. 

The womens division was a clean sweep to Spring Gully, winning all major 
trophies and providing the division's best and fairest in Maree Van Dalen. 

The women also played in the Leagues first international game when they played 
against a visiting American girls team . . losing by 2-0 on anight best remembered 
for it’s wet weather. 

The men’s representative team had a brilliant year, and although finishing 3rd in 
the Country Championships they were undefeated, goal average costing a place in 
the final. It was the first time for seven years that LaTrobe Valley had been held 
scoreless .. .andamissed penalty proved to be expensive. 

However there were to be better things, later in the year the League played 
against the M.A.S.L. at Olympic Park and soundly beat them 7-0 before a crowd of 
20,000. The Melbourne League obviously missed the defensive strength of 
Schickelgruber and the attacking flair of Fagenbaum. For the Bendigo team 
Trewhella was outstanding in Midfield, Conlin missed nothing in the air in his role of 
central defender and youngster Brown showed his potential with a brilliant game on 
the wing. (incidentally Australia played Czechoslovakia in a scoreless draw im- 
mediately after our game.) 

The 3BO medal was won deservedly by that stalwart of Puckapunyal’s defence, 
Don Mawson, narrowly defeating Colts midfielder Mark O'Sullivan with a best on 
ground vote in the last game of the season. 

The end of year formalities saw 2 awards go to recipients for outstanding services 
to Bendigo soccer. 

Mr. Arthur Curtain, Chairman of our Appeals and Disciplinary Committee, was 
awarded B.A.S.L. Inc. Life Membership in recognition of his services over many 
years. 

The President's Award, our most prestigious individual award, presented annually 
to the most outstanding contributer to Bendigo Soccer was won by Steve Butler.

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A CONCISE HISTORY 
OF THE B.J.S.L. Inc. 


The B.J.S.L. was conceived in early 1971 when a number of schoolboys per- 
suaded Mr. Noel Beaton to organise a group of their friends into a competition. 
Strath City and Strath United were formed to play in social games and in the same 
year were joined by White Hills Technical School and Quarry Hill. The League had 
its inaugural formal meeting late in 1971. Such was the interest engendered that by 
1977 teams were playing competitively in Under 10 to Under 16 age-groups. From 
that meagre start of 4 teams (50 players) in 1971 the League has grown to approx- 
imately 75 teams (1000 players) in 1986. Many people have made major contribu- 
tions during this period, notably Noel Beaton, Barry Moore, Les Rowe, Alan Har- 
ward, George Harper and more recently Roy Davies and Dennis Curnow. 

Since the inception of the Victorian Junior Country Championships in 1981, Ben- 
digo has entered representative teams with a fair degree of success commencing 
with the U12 Squad of 1982 winning their competition undefeated and culminating 
in 1986 when Bendigo teams won the Under 14 and Under 16 competitions with 
the Under 12 Squad becoming runners-up in their tournament. In 1985 the 
B.J.S.L. became an incorporated body and in 1987 will probably amalgamate with 
the B.A.S.L. Inc. to form a single body catering-for all soccer in Bendigo and 
District.
